The extent of the chemioal knowladge ac-
quired at school by most of us wis 80 slight that
with regard to scids momory can  genorally well
wa vary listle indeed, and nminc out of wen of us
return from the fogey aitempt to recall for

esent use something of the hard-studied chem-

Ary of the olden days of sohool, and birch and
lcm{n, with ooly the vague impreagion that an
“geta” s something sour.  Those of us, perhaps
whose literary tastos lave lod us tothe periga
of the “Mysteries ol Puaris,” may recollect the
fate of that amiable assnssin who washed his
face 1 sulphucie acid in order to place himsell
beyond recognition by the police, And may have
a tolerably digtinet iden thutl o1l o1 vitriol (sul-
phuric acld) 18 not s great 4 besutbifier for the
eomplexion ag lly-white night-blooming eman-
de-sozodont, but beyond this our acldulous
echemical knowledge Is among the things that
were,  The object of this article 13 to show that
there 18 more actd manuisetured than i« abeo-
lutely required by thore gentlemen who desire
to burn off thelr nposes nnd ovelids thnat they
may not be recognized by Detective 12,872 B
and also to tell wnere and how the said acld I8
made, and lor what other purposes it 8 nsed.

Toe three chemical compounds known As
“aords,” which are most extensively emplogyed
in the arts and manainctores, wre saiphorio aeid

or oil ot vitriol, nitrie acid or squaforts, and
muriatic acid, Though Philadelphin is probabily
the headguarters of the chemicnl maneiacturing
business, there are, nevertheless, two large
establishmenrs tor that purpose jo toe immedinw
vicinity of New York. Frem the obliging super-
intendent of one of these we have obtained rhe
facts hereinntter embodied.

For the manutsoture of the ncids known in
COHNMETrce very extensive wnd 1'11-_111,\‘ WOrks ure
required, and the perroas employed m the
mampulation ol the vartous ingredients must be
men of superior intelligence and some education,
a8 well as ol a first-rate degree of mechani ol
skill, The slightest carelegsness, from  enther
inattention or pure ignorance, might result in
the most serious conssquences o the workmaen,
to the newrhbors, and to the stock and machinery
employed. This will become appurent when a
glance 1 taken at the nature of Lthe materials
employed,

Bulphuric acid, or oil of vitriol, is made from
sulphur and nueate of sodu, The former arti-
ele s one product of voleamie action, apd is
always abundantly tound o ail countrios sub-
Ject to earthquake or other voleanic phenomena,
It 18, also tound in great quantities in lands
where such disturbing agencies completed their
alloted work ages ago. It = n subsitance tou
well known to reguire specinl description,
Nitate ot sodn comes irom South Americn; thar
is, the best guality of it doss, There is, how-
gver, another salt ko nearly resembling it that
the one may be substituted tor the other in
manutactores, and iregquently Is S0 sabstituted;
and that salt 19 nitrate of potash, This is better
known to most of us us ordinary salspetre,
T'he great supply of thi= I+ drnwno from the Kast
Indics, but of late it has been too expensive Lo
bé used in the making of neiud, where niirate ol
sodn could be procured,

Toe war, which atleested every sort of trade
and business indirectly, Inpl its remorseless
hand immediately upou this manufactuie; the
reason wus that 1he needs ol the nations who
were desivrons of cntting each other's throats
and blowing each other's heads ol bad to be
supplied, even il the more quiet pursuits of
peacetnl men bad to suifer thereby, Gunpowder
cannot be malde withoue o certiutn proportion of
*fyillanous saltpetie,” aod Lo supply the quantity
required by the powder-mills all other trades re.
quiring for thewr prosecation a modicui of this
same substavee bad to suller, thut the killing of
men might go on unchecked,

It enn be ensily g2en that, requiring as it does
the use ot large guantities ol the bwo active in-
gredients of gunpowder, the manulacture ol
chemical acids must needs be attended with
dapger and condueted with grent care, Gun-
powder, us is well kuown, is composed of st

petre, sulpliue, and charcoal,  As the latter
substance v entirely fnert, it follows tha! the
other two are the netive ngents in moking

powiler the tremendous agent f hus ever Leen
Ana yel so caretully are these eombustibles
used 1 the ehiemionl works, that we have vet to
hear of the pret pecident involvine lire
that has cecurred in the United States,

In muking sulphuric acid, the principal appa
Tabis con=ists of coertain furnaces, slesun-botlers

built io the furouees Immeniately underneath.

When the sulphor hos began to burn, nud wizo
1o melt, which it does simullnueonslv, o nim-
ber of lurge 1ron pots, Hlled with toe nilrate of
soda, ave introduced into the eyhindrical retorts
andl depomted immediately upon the top wad in

the midst of the burning mass ol sulphur, The

fires are kept up to thelr masimuooy tempe-
rature, and shortly the sodn also begins to melt,
and the tomes ol the two fusing substhoees
unite into & thura vapor, distinet trom eithor of
the orleinuls, and in this torm the dense, heavy

s a5 led up from the back of the retors
through widemouthed pipes tnto the condens-
g tunks on the story nbove., Ot these con-
densing tapks there are, ut the chemical works
we saw, two—one, known as the little *‘tank,”
is of the dimnutive size of twenty-tve fect loag,
twenty-tive lest high, and twenty-five leot wide,
thus givmg a perfect cube-snaped room, eapable
of contaiving 15,025 cubic feet of eas.  Into this
minture receptacle the vapor from the retorts
18 first prsged; thenoe it goes by lurge pipes into
the “large tank,” which is traly of most formid-
able duuepriops, It is one huodred and diry
leet long, tharty-five feet high, sud thirty-five
wide, thus containing 183,750 cubie feel, In
this huge tank the pas b mixed with heated
stenm, toredd in through pipes, which are 1ot in
through the side of the room, I a few minutes
atter the admisston ol the stenm the guses begin
to condense and 1o drop trom the root and sldes,
and tofall in & continuous shower upoy the
floor. Here it forvins & pool about s oot and &
hall deep, and one bhundred and fitty long,
affording the most tavorable opportunity that
could possibly be desired by anv euterprising
gentleman desiring to take a bath in the real
eenuine oil of vitriol,

From this floor the peld 15 drawn ol by
syphons and put wto gln=s vessels known us
“‘earboys,” which contaln ten to Lwelve gallons
by mensure, or nbout ene bhundred snd twenty-
five 10 one huudred and thiry-ove pounds o
acid by welght.

Any gas which remalns uncondensed in the
Inrge tank s passed into a tall condenser shaped

like a buge chimney, aud which is dlled with
eoke. From this condenser it pusses also
through anorther filed in like maoper, which

two arc expected 1o redooe the whole of 1he gis
to liquid form, These twnks und condensers are
all lined with sheet-lead, welgnipg six pounds to
the syuare foot. Lead 18 the only subsinnee thit
wall pertectly withstand the wetion ol puve sul-
phurie acid, Bven the edges of the varioas
pieces of Lhis leaden lining cunnot be fastens |
with ordinary solder, hut must be Joined with
pure lend, Yor the same reason thepe can be
o inslde supports of metal or wood, ua either
would be quiekly destroyed by the eatiag sotion
of the acid, Theretore the entlre root of the
huge tank 5 built on the “suspension-beidge™
[ﬂ!ﬂl. and there are no supports or braces what-
ever tnside,

Muriatic scld is manufactured (rom common
salt and sulphurivc acld, The process of manu
facture is similur to the one alrepdy descrihed,
The sall & put into oslindrical retorts, which
are sealed, ull bot & smoll eivoulanr hole
through whioh 15 alterwards Intraduced the oil
of vitriol, after which the sperture is senled.
Mires are then kindled, and the gns driven oil
through u pipe in the back of the rewopt, This
gas i¢ conducted through u long surles of gluss
recelvers Lo the top of the buliding, thence
down throvih anotber Hue of slhinllar condensing
vessels, and lnto the stone-wire receivers, fromn
which the acid is drawa off 1uto the carboys for
delivery.

Kitric ucld ts made from pitrete of soda and

gulphuric acld, the process being identical with
the one last desor in. every e par-
ticulnr. ' i ¥ -

Tha réfuse ealt which Is left from both these

rocesges ls snlphute ol =oda, or the common

sianber’s salts, and are sold to make soda ash,
which Is used to & great extent o the maniufac-
ture of glass,

Sulphuric scid 18 largely employed in refining
petroleum: iu fact, were it not for the chenp-
ness of sulphuric sckd, many of the petroleom
wells would be worthless, owing to the cost of
refining their produet, which could not be done
80 R8 Lo pay hf » costly process on n small scale,

Nitrie acid is largely employed oy dyers, and
also In the making of percussion-cape, and for

many olther npcs, ]

Muariatle noid b= used In large quantities for
the purpoge of rendering railrond ties and
gleepers and raitroad bndee timber impervions
to molsture. By a pecolins process, and the
addition "ol other materials, murintic] neid is
transformed into chloride of zine, and is, by
tremendous pressure, loreed Into the pores of
timber, the molsture having been previously
extracted therelrom. This process so preserves
the timber that no amount of exposure lo
moelsture will affect it, nor will insects attack It

At the chemical factories where the above-
deseribed aclds are munufactured, & number of
other lmportant articles are made, Among
these are aqualoriis, which i= simply unpurife |
nitrie neid, muriate of tin, oxy-muriate of tin,
nitrate of irow, mitro-muriate of tin, tin crystals,
acetate of 1in, sulpbate of sodn, salis ol tartar,
Wjus ammonia, concentrated agus Ammonia,
stipho-muriate ol tin, what is known as “plam
apirite,” and varons other compounds, The
gromter part of these lnst-numed articles ars
used almost exclusively by dyers, aud with

the acids are ewployed for coloring, blench-
ing, ele,

When first put into the market from the fac-
tory, snlphurte aoid is worth irom four to five
cunts per pound; unitric acid, nitecuy to twenty
cents per pound; muriatic acld, tour to five
contls per potnd,

The onriiove, or glass demwliohn shaped vessels
in which the agas are sent to market ure nlwava
careiully boxed up, to avoud, as far as may be,
the danger ol brenkage, innsmuch as the con-
sequences ol breaking o tengallon jue of oil of
votrel on o steamboat deck might not be
plensant,

A few vears since, agentleman who spent an
eveing with old King Whiskey and o lew Iriends,
went bome to the chemioul, factory where ho
was employed, tosleep,  Fechmg thirsty hie tood
o drink trom a stone piteher, filled with whut he
supposed to be water; it proved, however, to be

“It is impossible to read some of the stories of
theold Sen Kings of Scandunavia withont teel-
g ndmiration torthe splendid daring and stoweal
disregara of lite oxlnbited by those noblest and
most romantic of robvers, Take the tamons Norse
legend of the thirty rovers of Jomsburgh, for
instanee, who were eapfured by Jarl Hakow, king
of Noiwuy, about the vear 924, The king had
determined to cut off the heals ot all hiseap-
tives, and appoluted Thorkell Leire, one of the
most famons ol the Norwegian chieftalns tonet as
executioner, The Jomsbhurgh men were made Lo
sit down before the kKing on & log of wood, with
their legs bound together by o rope. Oster twigs
were twisted in their bair, ot a slave stood he-
hind ench to keep his head steady, Soon three
bendg rolled w the ground betors the maehty
sweep of Thorsell’s axe, Then tarning to the
rest of the capeives with o mocking smile, the
Norweeian choel asked them what they thonght
ol dearh, 1 only begr ot thee soid one, *to be
quick over thy work, Thou knowese it 18 u ques-
tion oft diseussed ! Jomsthareh, whother oc not
nman teels anything atter losing his bead, 1,
uticr my head 1= eut off, 1 throw thi= knife ut
thee, that will show that 1 votain some 1eeling:
i Det it tall, ot wall proye the contrury, XNow
stvike.' Thorkell did as be was told: but no
sooner was the man's head =troack off than tu
kuite fell to the eronnd from hig powoerle
grasp,  ‘Strike the blow in my Yaild th
next: T will sit still without finching, Wateh

nee,

my eye, fosee i ] wink: ror the rovers of Joms-
hureh know how to meat 1the groke of death
withour bereaying any emouton He kept his

promse, and recerved the blow without winkin
hi= cyves.

“Then Sigurd, the sen of Bol the Tiick, o fin
voung man u the tower ol bis aee, with (on
mir har as fine as =tlk flowing in rgles over

vis shoulter, then addressed Thorkell ; — *f
tear not depth, but 1 must pray thee not ta lot
my hwr e touched by o slave, or staanod with

my blood,” Upon this one of Hakon's tollowers
stepped forward and held Sigard’s hend matend
of the slave; bat as Thorkell's batole axe was
whizzing through the s, Sigord twitched his
head forward so stronely that the axe puassed
m untouched, nud cut off both the hands of
the warrier who held nim. The terce Hikon
was hugely deliguted at this praciteal joke,
and Lis son, Eirek, immedlately loosed Sicurd
from the rope. Thorkell, bowever, being de-
termined not to be baulked of his prey, now
ruched with uplifted axe upon Vagn Alason,
another of the euptives; but the cratty sea-
rover threw himself on the ground, o that
Thorkell lell over him and cut the ropw
with bis axe, Beineg thus freed from the bonds
which beld him, Vagn sprang up, and cut
down Thorkell with nis own weavon. Eirek
then asked Vagn whether he would gecapt life
from hig hands, ‘Willinely,’ was the reply, ‘pro-
vided thou wilv@ive it to atl of ue.'

prisacd his aptagonist so ¢lopely with his halgle.
uxe that the ohiel was obliced to lateriere to
prevent Slevald frow belng killed by the formi.
duble boy."
TWO ENGLISHMEN —LOW AXD TEACL,

Low wae ¢ Londoner, and histaste for piracy
was exhibited at a very early sge. It is saiil
that when i boy he used to fevy contributions
umong big compantons, and that i¥ any ol them
refurad, a lght was the result, His first exploit
wis to shootnt his captain because the lutier
ordered him on an expedition just as Low was
ubout 10 have bis dinnér.  He then set upas o
pirnde, nod was remarkably sucuessful in Iia
captures, chiefy on account of the terror he
inapired, Onece he eaprured o Frengh ship, and
beivg in wapt of provicious, ho offered to the
povernor of a French pore to give hey up pro-
vided he wonld send him a supply. The provi
siong were semt, and Low Hbersted (he crew,
but declined to give up the vessel, on the
aound that there was a very stout cosk on
ii-lhl“ll. who, being a gressy fellow, ought to
iry well,

He then hud the unfortunste man
bound to \he waet, and sel the ship on
fire. Sl more atrocious wae his conduct
townrds the caplnin aod crow of & Portugnean
glup which he had captured, Hoving beard
thnt there wos o large sum of mouney on board
he searchad all oyer the vessel, bul without sue.
cesg, upon which bo ordered the erew to be put
to the torture in order to make them say where
the treasure wos concealed, 1t then otme oul
that the captain had, during the chase, bung
the bag contsining the money out of his gabin
window, snd that when the pirate came on
board Be had cut the rope, apd the bag bad
fallen into the sen. This pul Low into such a
frenzy that he hnmedintely ordered the eaptain's
hips Lo be eut off and brolled belore his eves,
alter which both he and the crew werg murdered.
The crueity of this singular rutian did po, how-
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ever, alwaya require so nugh provocation. He
would murder a man out of simple exuberance
of spirvs, wrid when he was in the best of
humore, One thine only is Accorded 1o his
eredit; he never llltreatgd his own countrymen.
The only nsiance in which he fed irom the
guﬂlult of & man-ol-war was s hen it was manned

English sailors; and once when he eaptured
a bricantine, of which the crew was one-half
English nnd one-ball Portuguese, he hanged the
latter, and sllowed the English to go where
they pleased.

“Teauoh, better known in the West Indies pa
Black Beard, was a grotesque villaiv, who de-
lghted in n sort ol picturesque rafilaniem that
mmude him the admiration as well as the terror
of the country in which he committed his depre-
datione, The soubriquel Ug which he was known
was derived 1rom a blaok 10! extraordinary
lengit, which covered nearly the whole of his
face, nnd which he used to twist into number.
Jess smnd] taile, While in action he had three
braco of pistols #lung across s shoulders, and
lighted matebhes stuck under his hat, whick
itlumined hig dusky face and terce eves with an
nnearthly glare, and, together with s bristling
beard and wild gestures, made up a picture that
few could look upon without fear. From time
to tyme be would land tor the purpose of hald.
g a ‘council,' On these oconsiones, seated
under a wild fig-teee, with his band surronnding
bim, he would consult them abou' his pluns,

unish those who had broken the rules of the
mnd, and rewacd the bravest and most enter-
pricing. He had a harem of tourteen wives,
whom he treated with sach brutality that even
his crew were horror-struck at his conduct,
None ol them, however, dured to whisper a
word of 1emonsteance, for they kuew his des
poile temper, and belisved bim to be armed
with supernatural power, which enabled him to
do amthing ne wished,

“Those of W4 companions who were taken
alive in his last battle used to relate how once,
gpon a cruise, they found tuey had A stcinger
on board; how this stranger was seen (orseveral
days among them, sonetimes below, sometimes
on deck, al*hough none of the erew could say
who he wus, or whenoe he cam:; and how ng
last he dispppeared in the same mysterions
munner as he bad come, and all of them reli-
giously believed he was the devil, The beliel
that Black Beard wae in communnication with
the Spirit of Evil was stll furiher strengthened
by another incident which well puints the
protesiue extravagance of the man,  Being one
day at ses, and w little tushed with drink, ‘Come,’
snid he, ‘let ns make a hell o our own, and try
how long we can bear it.' He then went down
with gome of his men into the Thold,
and, after shutting down the hatches, filed
severnl tubs with sulphor and other combustible
materiuls, which he set on fire, thus literally
tuvolving himself una s men in tire avd brim.
~tone; aiter which he dapced about the hold
with onths and frantic gestures, apparently not
in the least affected by the choking vapar which
tilled the a'r, until hic ('.nl'n\ll:ul-uu-‘. fainting nnd

noarly sutlyeated, compelled him to release
them,  His eonvivinl humor wue of asimilor
kind, fn one of his drunken fits, while seated

M nis cabin at dinpner, e blew out the canales,
eocked hig pistols, and, orossing his hands, fred
on cach slde at his companions, one ol whom
received n shot which matmed him for life.
This story he used to tell hamsell with areat
glee, nading rthat, ‘if bhe did vpol now and then
kill one ol bis wen, they would forget who he
was,' "
